LESS ALCOHOL IX BEER 


Brewers ol Milwaukee wilt com- 


ply cheerfully with the government 
order to reduce the alcoholic con- 
tent of beer to 3 per cent. 


" The order issued by'the presi- 


dent at the suggestion of Food Ad- 
ministrator Hoover, will be com- 
plied with to the fullest cxrvnt and 
Ihe government will have the co- 
operation of every man in the in- 
dustry," said an official of the 1'absl 
Brewing Co. 


'^There will be very IJllle dif- 


ference in Ihe product so far as its 
quality is concerned. The American 
Leers contain between 3li and 4 
l>er cent of alcohol. In fact the Am- 
erican brewers have during the last 
decade made efforts whi^h hail as 
their ultimate end a decrease in the 
volume of alcohol and an increase 
in Ihe grain extract and the order 
issued lo the industry is along the 
efforts made by the brewers in lat- 
er years. 


"During 1916 the total amount of 


grain used by Ihe brewers were 
67,000,000 busheU, which will be 
reduced by the execution of 
the 


president's order by about 20,000,- 
000 bushels, or about one-third. The 
total amount of grain used by the 
brewers in the manufacture of beer 
is less than 1 per cent of the lotal 
grain produced in the United States 
The 
reduction now contemplated 


will reduce this amount to 
less 


than two-thirds of .1 per cent of 
the lotal grains grown in the Unit- 
ed States. About 30 per cent of the 
grain used by t:ie brewers is saved 
in the form of grains -which as a 
predigested catlle food, is claimed 
by the dairymen to be the best and 
cheapest for milk production." 


The government did not prohibit 


the use of beer for grain entirely 
because there are two or three years 
supply of whiskey and alcohol in 
the country and the people 1 would 
have nothing but 
strong drinks if 


Ihe making of beer were stopped. 
Abolishing beer -would 
therefore 


have put Ihe nation on, a whiskey 
basis. Prof. Irving Fisher says the 
grain used to make Leer would save 
8,rXX>,000 loaves of bread per day.

The following report of F. A. I.owell, Supt. of Schools was read: 


To the Honorable County Board of Oneida County: 
Gentlemen:— 
According to law I ;'i!i requited to make a report at your annual meet- 


ing regarding the condition of the schools under my supervision. A year 
-* 
statistics showed there was an increase of twenty-five per cent of 
children of school age since 1013, a period of three years, the most mar- 
velous growth of any time since my superintendency. but this rapid growth 
Ins kept on the past"year. July 1, 101G, there were 2310 children of school 
ngc in the district; July 1. 1917, there were 2oOl. Of this number 1623 
•were in attendance at school at some time during the year. In yuite a 
number of instances children were prevented from attending school on 
account of long distances from the school building, but this difficulty will 
l>e remedied when the county grows older and new school houses are 
erected and when there are more and better roads. 
During the past summer, there have been built five new- modern 
school houses to assist in supplying this deficiency and a sixth school 
las been opened in a log building that was converted into a school 
iousc. 
The total number of schools in the county is now seventy-nine in 


^comparison with seventy-four one year ago. Aside from these the super- 
•vising nssisisr.t snd I visit the trilcounty school at Tripoli making a total 
Inspection list of eighty-five, an increase of nearly fifty per cent over 
«igm years ago. 
Of the seventy-three teachers of a year ago, thirty-four were train- 


ing school graduates. Nothing has elevated _lhe standard of our 
rural

Next in importance is the dairy work. Early last spring a campaign 


was started to ascc.'tuin the number of tubercular mi'.k cows in different 
lierds of the county. Twenty-one herds were tested with a total of 2oO 
cows. Six cows reacted making the percentage of tubercular aniinnls in 
the herds tested al>out '2'.?. In the central part of the state about ~ 
r.'e of 


all dairy cows are tubercular ami in the southern part about \\r't. This 
emphasizes the necessity of keeping our herds free of this diseas; and 
we can do so only by regularly testing our herds. This work will be con- 
tinued Egain next year. 


Twenty-six pure bred dairy animals, 15 females and 1! males, wtre 


brought into the county this year through the help of the county agent. 
Several pure bred herds are being established in the county and some 
day Oneida county will be known for her high producing dairy cattle as 
well as by her high class potatoes. 


We have also made an effort this year to rid the farmer's herd of his 


hoarder cows. The high priced feeds fed lo a poor cow mean a big loss 
to the owner with the high price of milk and butter fat one can feed 
grain to a good_ cow at a nice profit. 


The third important work was done with the improvement of grain. 


Winter rye was urged strongly for new land. It is without doubt the 
surest and most profitable grain crop for the average soil of the county. 
The acreage for both winter and spring wheat has also increased. Ovting ' 
to the fact that barley has not done well on sandy soils its acreage lias 
remained about the same. Much work'has been done with one treatment 
of grains with formaldehyde to prevent smut. This treatment is siniple,. 
costs aboul two rents an acre end saves on a_n average of Sl.CO per acre 
to the farmer. No farmer ought to sow grain without (irst treating the 
seed with formaldehyde. 


For 18 weeks 
I taught agriculture in Ihe Training school. This 


work is important for were it not for this training most rural school 
teachers would begin their teaching career without the slightest idea 
of the fundamental principles of farming and thus have little or no sym-
